Kef erring to the ao-called "hobo pictures" Stone accuses tlie Po3t of inaccuracy foi 
reporting they we re not arrested and were pHrkKibdciix found in a parked railroad boxcar 
south of the Texas School Book Depository building and behind tho Central annex Post Office 
about 90 minutes after tho shooting. 

Stone writes that these mere were "arrested", that it as about "25-30 Minutes" after 
the shooting and tliat "They were taken from a train helling the Book Depository. " He 
cites no source and he is 100 percent incorrect, the Post entirely correct. 

Following disinfomational mirsuse of those pictures relating them to the assassina- 
tion of liartin Luther king, Jr., 1 loaned copies to the FBX. Tliis led to its investigation 
of them in Dallas reported May 21 , 1968, of which I attach a copy. 

Tlie co-publisher of the paper whose photographer took the pictures, the tliree .jolice- 
rnen involved and tho Sheriff and one of his deputies wore interviewed. Tlie result i3 an 
even greater contradiction of Btone. It confirms two independent investigations made for 
me as part of the damage-control time I spent in New Orleans during Garrison* s "probe". 

One of these investigations was made by my friend Henry Wade, then the District attor- 
ney. He SGn t one of his staff to investigate and he reported t/>e results to me. The other 
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was made by Paul M. Kothermel II, the^Oil Magnate H.L.Hunt*3 £hie^/ of security. Wade and 
Hothernel are former FBI agents. 

Garrison had planned to commemorate the fifth anniversary of the JFK assassination, 
by use of these '^amp^ picture* by cliarging a man who had killed himself 15 months before 
JFK was killed and- another also innocent with being Grassy Knoll assassins. 

The investigations reported to me we re reported with complete accuracy by the £ost. 

The men were winos, drunks, not tramps.- They were found in a box car behind the Central 
.*nnex Most Office, it wa : $ 90 minutes after the shooting and they wore walked past the 
book warehouse only because t^iat was the only way to walk them to the ^heriff*s office, 
where a "serening" had been established. 

This FBI report also states that "Bill, Bass, Identification Division, Dallas PD, 
identified tho officer leading these men as himself, and stated that on 11/22/63, the date 
the photo was taken, He, Iiarvin Vaughn and ltarvin \/ise had found tliree men in a boxcar 
about a mile from the Texas School Box depository down the txssafesx railroad tracks. They 
were brought to the Dallas County SO (Sheriff*^ Office..." 

I did not give the Post tliis FBI report because in their recollections the policeman 
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made tlie distance from the bBHXXKar scent) of the crime greater tlian I knew it was. 
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Post readers have a choice bwfcfcwreen believing °tono, who cites no source, and the 
three policemen who walked those drunks past the anxious photographers who snapped at 
eveny motion, natural under those conditions, Stone having without any authority at all 
ha r ing disputed the results of the investigation made for me in an effort to avpid another 
disaster upon uliich Garrison was already launched. 
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Stone was incorrect on everythiiy;except the number of men photographed. They had not 
'been found in a "train” but in a parked boxcar and it was not “belund" tlie book warehouse 
but some distance south of it.

It shows a 
Dallas Police Officer leading three sen followed by another 
Police Officer away froa-the front of the Texas School Book 
Depository. 

On 6/15/68, BILL BASS, Identification Division, 

Dallas PD, identified the officer leading these three non 
as hlsself, and stated that on 11/22/63, the date the photo 
was taken, be, BOY VAUGHN, and MARVIN VISE had found three 
nen in a boxcar about a wile froa tbwJTexas School Book 
Depository down the railroad tracks. They brought then to 
the Dallas County SO and turned t hes over to an unknown 
Deputy Sheriff. He did not know the naeea of these individuals 
and did not know if they were booked. 

On 6/16/68, officers MARVIN WI8K and ROY VAUGHN 
advised that they could add nothing to the lnforwatlon 
furnished by BASS, conflnaod what he had furnished and advised 
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tbay did uot know the identity of tbs Deputy Sheriff 
--- the throe can they brought In. 
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. 4 J 6/16/68, JAHKS D. BITCHING, Dallas County 80, 

■dvioed th*t be le In charge of the Identification Division, 
end that he had personally looked up the Jacket and photo 
of each person booked on 11/22/63, and did not find anyone 
who bears a resesblance to the persona appearing in the photo 
with Dallas police man BILL UAHS . Be advised that this Indicates 
that these persons were sot booked but they say have been 
Interviewed, Be advised that a sort of screening office was 
operated by the Dallas County 80 on 11/22/63, and nuserous 
persons were interviewed. Be advised that without the Bases 
of the persons it would be alsost Impossible to develop tbs 
nase of the persons in the photo. 


On 5/17/68, Sheriff BILL O5C10BR, Dallas County, 
advised that he does not know wbo the sen are in the < photo 
taken by BILL ALLKN, but that recently this same photo had 
been shown to his by someone representing Jill A GARRISON, 
DA, New Orleans, Louisiana. He stated he did not know the 
significance. 


On 6/17/68, FELIX MC KNIGHT advised that he had 
received a telephonic inquiry fro* the bead of the Associated 
Press in New York, Mew York, apparently inquiring about this 
photo. The AP information had originated from a press 
release by TRENT GOUGH, o Canadian actor who says be is con- 
nected with the Cl t Irena Cons It tee of Inquiry and the Kennedy 
Assassination Inquiry Committee, 243 Vest 64th Street, New York. 
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For the information of Memphis and Baltimore, a 
photo of the ease close-up as that submitted by Baltimore 
was furnished to 8A CHARLES A. BL0SS£1KLD on 4/23/68, by AL 
CHAPMAN, somber of tbs Ku Klux Klan, Dallas, Texas. He 
declined to say where be got this photo. (See enclosed 
teletype ._)
